Soviet Blast 
Crippled U.S. 
Satellite 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A Russian 


nuclear blast detonated in space 
during the Soviet test series that 
ended last Dec. 24 cripplied the 
electronic equipment of an Ameri- 
can space satellite, the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat said today. 


In a copyrighted story from its 


Washington bureau, the Globe- 
Democrat said the' satellite is be- 
lieved still orbiting the earth, but 
its communications and control 
equipment ceased to function aft- 
er the Russian test. 


The effects of the blast have 


never been made public by Unit- 
ed States authorities, the paper 
said, but are known to the Rus- 
sians through their monitoring of 
American satellites. 


The Russians presumably now 


know a gre'at deal about how1 to 
knock out any American satellites, 
whether sent up for photographic 
work or weather observation or 
for other purposes, the Globe- 
Democrat said. 


The paper said that Russian 


knowledge of how to' paralyze a 
satellite without having to hit it 
directly also would give them a 
head start toward designing some 
type of protection for their own 
satellites.

Sukarno is equally determined 


to wreck Malaysia unless there is 
a plebiscite in the Borneo terri- 
tories on the question of joining 
Malaysia. Malaya 
contends a 


referendum is not necessary, that 
there have been sufficient samp- 
ling's of opinion. 


The Philippines is trying to me- 


diate. It claims a portion of North 
Borneo but says it will not oppose 
the formation of Malaysia. 


All three nations say they, want 


to stick to the agreement reached 
in principle at the conference of 
their foreign ministers in Manila 
last month. 


The agreement said the wishes 


of the Borneo peoples should be 
assessed by U.N. Secretary-Gen- 
eral U Thant or his representa- 
tive. It left the method to Thant.

LONDON (AP)—The Court of 


Criminal Appeal today freed one 
of Christine Keeler's Negro ox- 
lovers, Aloysius (Lucky) Gordon, 
from a three-year prison sentence 
given him on a charge of assault- 
ing the 21-ycar-okl call girl. 


The chief justice, Lord Parker, 


reversed the conviction on the 
basis of new evidence., including a 
10-hour tape recording made by- 
Christine while she was high on 
marijuana. 


The chief justice did not make 


the new evidence public. 


Gordon. 31. a .Jamaican jazz 


singer, was freed after a nine- 
minute hearing. Lord Parker said 
his court had no jurisdiction to 
retry the case on fresh evidence 
and. "in many ways unfortunate- 
ly, there is no provision for a new 
trial in such cases." 


"But the court certainly thinks 


that if this evidence had 
been 


called," the chief justice contin- 
ued, "the jury may have had a 
doubt in the matter." 


Gordon 
was 
convicted 
last 


month of beating up Christine on 
April 18. 


Seven weeks later she became 


the center of Britain's biggest 
political! scandal of the century, 
when War Minister John D. Pro- 
fumo resigned from the House of 
Commons and from Prime Minist- 
er Macmillan's government. He 
confessed he had lied to Commons 
in denying having had an affair 
with Christine. 


Another casualty of the Profu- 


mo scandal, socialite osteopath 
Dr. Stephen Ward, is on trial on 
charges of operating a stable of 
prostitutes in. which Miss Keeler 
and her chum. Marilyn (Mandy) 
Rice-Davies, 18, were star per- 
formers.

Smith Gas Corp. received permis- 
sion from the state Public Service 
Commission Monday to raise rates 
in Fort Smith, Van Buren and 
nearby towns and rural areas.
